Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) and a submission, filed on May 10, 
2006. The submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because the RCE presents claims for a different invention - Applicants cannot file an 
RCE to obtain continued examination on the basis of claims that are independent and 
distinct from the claims previously claimed and examined as a matter of right (i.e., 
applicant cannot switch inventions). See 37 CFR 1.145. Amended claim 24, and the 
new claims 25-28 are directed to "an electronic package including a semiconductor chip 
and a substrate", instead of "the solder joint for interconnecting an electronic chip to a 
substrate". Further, claims 24-28 are not readable on the elected species because an 
electronic package including a semiconductor chip and a substrate are not present in 
Figures 3a and 4. According to Figure 4, two pads and solder are disclosed in Figure 4. 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete 
reply to the prior Office action, applicant is given a shortened statutory period of ONE
